eggs, and some venelatijos such n-t 
cablmge and turnliis, and that there 
was a striking absence of sugar nml 
cereals. 

The diet used was rich In culclun; and 
phosphorus and vitamins, which are 
known to bo the elements that produce 
healthy teeth. It was lacking In those 
foods that tend to cause diseased 
teeth. Therefore, the InvestlKators 
came to the conclusion that, tbe pe- 
culiar diet of these Inlanders was the 
only likely explanation for their ex- 
cellent dental condition, 

Thl6 Is Just one more bit of evidence 
proving tlmt It Is not enough just to 
take care of tlie outside of the teeth 
by keeping them clean. In order to 
have good teeth, we unist also hulld and 
nourish them froui tlie inside, by eat- 
ing the rl(;ht foods and avoiding those 
foods that tend to encourage decay.

iise a pressure cnoker or a waterless 
cooker, rather than nn open koltle. 
Bo sure the liutter used in cooklnR 
is fresii. for rancid fat speeds the nxl- 
dative destruction of Vitamin A; and 
don't uso alkalis like sodn In cooMnR 
for Ihi-i Hastens tlie destnirlinn of the 
vitamins. 

However, Ibere Is one oxeollent vi- 
tamin source about whose cookluR ymi 
need not worry— fresh pnstourired milk 
wblcli Is not nfTected by cookiuR nt 
ordinary tempenitures, but retains all 
Its rich supply of ritnmins.
